AMERICA’S INTEREST IN COLLEGE 
ATHLETICS UNKNOWN IN ENGLAND. 
* Ninety thousand people jammed their way into an ath­ 
letic stadium on the west coast to witness a football game 
between two college rivals; 75,000 or more clicked through 
the turnstiles on the eastern seaboard to witness a grid­ 
iron clash between college rivals elevens; 20,000 or so 
stormed the smaller perks in the south to sec games be­ 
tween football squads. 
This is the story of football at­ 
tendance in America this fall. 
“On a recent fine afternoon, when Americans crowded 
football stadiums all over their country, only a few quiet 
spectators went to the trouble of watching the Rugby 
game between Oxford and Edingburgh, comparable, one 
might think, to a Harvard-Princeton battle ” This is the 
picture of college athletic competition in England, given 
hy the Associated Press, y 
: 
•« Rugby football isAhe chief autumn sport among many 
of the English oollegM, yet none of tije schools has a 
paid coach, and the players pay their own expenses when 
taking trips. The only paid people about the English play­ 
ing fields are the elderly gentlemen who dispose of what 
tickets are sold. 
What a contrast with the situation existing in 'Ameri­ 
ca, where frequently football coaches draw more salary 
than college presidents, where their fame and prestige 
puts to shame mere educators and statesmen. 
Few peo­ 
ple c(illId tell off hand who is governor of Illinois, but 
ask who coaches Illinois and “Zuppke” is shouted from a 
hundred throats.,

The English system, conservative as it is, has some 
gopd points, for one of the reason gate receipts are no 
larger, the Associated Press reports, is partly because of 
the low admissions charged, but chiefly becaufee 
the 
members of the university are too busy playing games 
themselves to watch anyone else.

MAKING THE MAILS PAY

Postmaster-General New is putting forth great effort 
to obtain support for his bill proposing radical increases 
in the rates for the transportation of newspapers through 
the mails. He has suggested the increase with others as a 
means for obtaining money to meet the proposed 
in­ 
crease in salaries of employes of the po^ioffice depart­ 
ment. , 
- 
Mr New contend^ that the pestoffice department should 
be so reorganized and its revenues so enhanced that it 
can meet expenses. This is in spite of the fact that the 
department has never been looked upon as a revenue pro­ 
ducer, but rather for convenience,of the people in estab­ 
lishing contact with others and in developing business, 
which, in turn, would meet the cost of government. Rec­ 
ords show that since the postoffice department was or­ 
ganized it has yielded a net profit to the government only 
two years. 
In every other year the cost of operation has 
been greater than the revenue produced by the service. 
If Mr New is successful in making the ratea for the 
transportation of newspapers in line with his proposal he 
will take business from toe mails and give it to the ex­ 
press companies. 
The incras will be so great in many 
instances that the newspapers will be lorced to find oth­ 
er methods of transportation. 
The Kansas City Star has 
pointed out that, undei' the New plan, the postage on one 
subscription delivered at Lawrence, Kansas, less 
than 
fifty miles from Kansas City, will be twenty cents a 
week. In other words, the postage on the one newspaper 
will be as great as the amount received for that news­ 
paper. 
Yet postage is only a small item in the publica­ 
tion of a newspaper.

It is true that newspapers are granted a low rate in 
comparison with the rates on other classes of mail. This 
rate, however, was not intended to' establish a paternal­ 
istic policy in favor of newspapers, but to put newspapers 
within reach of all classes of people, the theory being 
that dissemination of knowledge means an improvement 
of business and socidl contacts. The wisdom of this poli­ 
cy has been shown bj^ results. American newspapers have 
a wider circulation than any others in toe world. One can 
hardly find a home where at least one newspaper is not 
received daily. 
If transportation rates are made greater, the circula­ 
tion of newspapers will be reduced. 
This was the ex­ 
perience of newspapers when an increase was made to 
care for heavy war expenditures. 
Newspapers will be 
forced to pass at least a portion of the additional burden 
to the readers, 
fh the end the loss will be borne try 
those who bear it now. 
Tax-payers meet any deficit in 
the postoffice department. 
They will meet any deficit 
of those who are forced to pay additional taxes. 
Taxa­ 
tion is taxation whatever the form. 
An indirect tax is 
as burdensome as a direct tax. 
The government must 
decide whether it is better to disrupt the chanpels for 
dissemination of information through the imposition of an 
indirect tax, or to continue the present method of taking

Succumb In London 
Extermination War 


LONDON- London Is-minus 8,000,- 
000 rats that formed a large section of 
the rodent assaults nf o rejuvenated 
city and the ardor of scyoral hun­ 
dred professional rut-catchers arc re­ 
sponsible 
------— 
- \ :r r - 
In the war days when all of Lon 
don’s rat catchers changed their ul 
tim ite object front the rat to the Ger­ 
man, the pests multiplied unhampered 
and after overrunning their natural 
haunt» in the ¿poorer sections of the 
city bordering on the river eventually 
infested the older stores and office 
buildings in the city and West End 
Like nmny other evils which were 
rooted in the war it has taken several 
yeaés of post-war effort to ugain get 
them under control. 
Extension building operations which 
arc being undertaken involving 
the 
tearing down of many of the city’s old 
buildings, has robbed the intruders of 
their abodes. 
The newer brick fire­ 
proof structures taking their place 
offer no asylum to the wandering rat. 
During the destruction of a row of 
buildings in Regent Street the rat­ 
catchers of the city of Westminster 
we.v kept busy for several weeks chas 
ing and killing rats as they ran from 
the condemned 
building 
into 
the 
streets1 and alleys. The rat catcher and 
his assisri.n's «ent in a bill to the city 
council ior the deaths o' * 52 itts and 
they were paid a sh^ling for each 
body. 
; 
The activities of the municipal rat­ 
catchers have almost rid the shopping 
district of rats. 
Incidental to their 
official labors the rat-catchers have 
exterminated water-bugs and wood- 
beetles which for centuries infested 
Hhe old Loudon buildings and stores 
of London. 
With the substitution of 
brick and mortar the beetle lost his 
subsistence and gradually withdrew 
to more fruitful places. Í The water- 
bugs, however, have been eliminated 
by a new liquid discovered by a rat­ 
catcher diiring army service in India. 
The liquid is only sprayed about the 
pipes and drains, but it has such po­ 
tency that one wjhiff is sufficient to 
kill a bug. 
In less than three years 
it has been possible to entirely rid 
the London area of this pest.

Lack

catchers who are mostly employed 
along the river fronts and in the fac- 
and sHops. ” There are about 
300 of these men and they have de­ 
stroyed about a million and a half 
rats during the past year.
